More than 20,000 people are expected to 
visit the UVic campus Saturday and Sun¬ 
day to participate in a kaleidescope of 
Open House activities. 

Information and entertainment will 
draw visitors to all the main buildings 
between 1 and 6 p.m. both days. 

A summary of displays and activities 
being offered by the various departments 
has been provided in an eight-page supple¬ 
ment to Wednesday's Victorian. 

Programs will be available free of charge 
throughout the campus during Open 
House. The Central Control office for 
general information, lost articles and chil¬ 
dren will be on the main floor of the 
McPherson Library (Locals 286 and 888). 

The 1974 Open House is the third in the 
11 year history of the University. Planning 
for the event began last September with a 
small committee and expanded to include 
many volunteers from faculty, staff and 
students. All those helping out during 


Open House will be welcome at a dinner in 
the Commons Block Sunday night. 

CANADIAN CONTENT 

In its holdings of published works of Cana¬ 
dian content, the McPherson Library 
makes every effort to build up and main¬ 
tain substantial collections, both retro¬ 
spectively and currently. 

D.W. Halliwell, the University Librarian, 
says the main purpose of the "Canadiana" 
collection is to "support undergraduate 
and graduate programs of instruction in 
those areas in which a Canadian emphasis is 
possible. 

"We are much more comprehensive in 
our efforts to acquire Canadian materials 
than is true for items of non-Canadian 
origin or content," he says. 

According to Bill Taggart, Head of the 
Library's collection division, of the more 
than 600,000 volumes in the Library, ap¬ 
proximately 25,000 items come under the 
general heading of Canadiana. The present 


7,000 volumes of Canadian literature are 
added to at the rate of about 700 volumes 
per year. 

We have a 'blanket approval plan'where¬ 
by we obtain one copy of each book 
published in Canada in either French or 

English, "where the book is seen to be of 
literary or academic value," he said. 

Of the total Canadiana holdings, the 
majority are concerned with the literature 
and history of Canada, but in addition 
there are about 7,000 culturally related 
topics dealing with the humanities, fine 
arts and social sciences. 

ENVIRONMENTAL STUDIES 
PROGRAMME 

An experimental Environmental Studies 
Programme will be offered at the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria next year. The programme 
can be taken in conjunction with a major in 
several Arts and Science departments, and 
on the successful completion of the pro¬ 
gramme a student will receive a notation 
on his/her transcript. 

The programme emphasizes the inter¬ 
disciplinary approach in the study of the 
environment and utilizes courses that are 
offered presently on campus. 

Two themes are being provided by the 
programme for the 1974-75 academic 
year, and the student can choose one of 
these. A conceptual option introduces the 
student to the methods and concepts used 
by disciplines engaged in studying aspects 
of the environment. A topical option en¬ 
ables the student to focus on courses that 
are related to a specific problem area and, 
to start with, the programme offers selec¬ 
tions relating to the urban environment. 

The programme is administered by a 
steering committee, the present composi¬ 
tion of which is: Dr. P.E. Murphy (Geog¬ 
raphy)—Chairman, Dr. M.B. Hocking 
(Chemistry)—Vice-Chairman, Dr. M.A. 
Bell (Biology), Dr. A.R. Drengson 
(Philosophy), Dr. R.L. Hall (Anthropolo¬ 
gy), Dr. C.E. Picciotto (Physics), Dr. G.R. 
Walter (Economics).

NEUROPSYCHOLOGY 

WORKSHOP 

Psychologists, teachers, physicians and 
social workers from throughout B.C. and 

Washington will attend the Ninth Annual 
Neuropsychology Workshop at UVic 
March 16 and 17. 

Sponsored by UVic and The British 
Columbia Psychological Association, the 
workshop will deal with Emotional Dis¬ 
order and Emotional Adjustment after 
Brain Damage and Other Handicaps. 

Coordinators of the program are Drs. O. 
Spreen, W.H. Gaddes and F.J. Spellacy of 
the Department of Psychology. 

According to Dr. Spreen, registration has 
already exceeded the capacity of Mac- 
Laurin 144 where talks, discussions and 
questions will be held. However, two other 
rooms in the MacLaurin Building will be 
equipped with video facilities to enable 
more than 400 persons to participate in the 
workshop. 

Speakers at the sessions will include 
Wolf Wolfensberger, Ph.D., and Simon 
Horenstein, M.D. Dr. Wolfensberger is Pro¬ 
fessor of Special Education and Rehabilita¬ 


tion in the School of Education, Syracuse 
University and Visiting Scholar at the 
National Institute on Mental Retardation, 
Toronto. He has been internationally rec¬ 
ognized for his work on the re-integration 
of the retarded into the community and 
for numerous books on this and related 
subjects. 

Dr. Horenstein is Professor of Neurol¬ 
ogy, St. Louis University. He has written 
wjdely on many aspects of neurological 
research, and has had a particular interest 
in studies of cerebrovascular disease. 

Dr. Spreen noted a large number of 
specialists in the field of mental retarda¬ 
tion are expected to attend this year's 
workshop. 

Since their inception in 1965, the work¬ 
shops have dealt with a wide variety of 
topics related to Neuropsychology and 
have attracted numerous distinguished 
speaker^. 

"What the workshops provide," Dr. 
Spreen said, "is continued stimulation for 
people already working in these fields." 


SPECIAL CLASSICS LECTURE 

Eminent classicist N.G.L. Hammond will 
speak on "The Aims and Administrative 
Methods of Philip and Alexander', Friday, 
March 15 at 12:30 p.m. in MacLaurin 103. 
The talk is sponsored by the University 
Lectures Committee and the Department 
of Classics. 

Professor Hammond will also speak at 
the meeting of the Classical Association of 
Vancouver Island Thursday, March 14 at 8 
p.m. in MacLaurin 103. His illustrated 
lecture will be entitled 'The Theatre of 
Aeschylus, with special reference to the 
Prometheus Vinctus and the Oresteia". 

Professor Hammond was successively 
Classics tutor in Clare College, Cambridge, 
Headmaster of Clifton College and H.O. 
Wills Professor of Greek and Pro-Vice 
Chancellor in the University of Bristol. 

He is author of A History of Greece to 
322 B.C., Studies in Greek History, A 
History of Macedonia and Epirus. 

Professor Hammond was also editor of 
the revised Oxford Classical Dictionary 
and has written many articles on Greek 
history and drama. He was awarded the 
C.B.E. in the New Year Honours List for 
his services to education. 

He is spending this year in the Institute 
for Research in the Humanities, University 
of Wisconsin.

BIOLOGY 

Official notification of two major awards 
from the Medical Research Council of 
Canada to members of the UVic Depart¬ 
ment of Biology was received in February. 

Dr. Michael Ashwood-Smith received an 
operating grant of $16,000 for research on 
his project entitled "Preservation studies at 
low temperatures of cells and organs with 
special reference to the effects of pluronics 
and microwave thawing". 

The project is to be undertaken from 
April 1,1974 to March 31,1975. 

Dr. G.O. Mackie received an operating 
grant of $6,000 for research on "Mechan¬ 
ism and site of action in nervous system of 
the estrogen-progestogen contraceptive 
steroids" to be undertaken during the same 
period.

PHYSICS 

Dr. H.W. Dosso was in Ottawa February 
20-22 to attend a symposium on the Evolu¬ 
tion of the Grenville Province, to attend a 
meeting of the National Research Council 
Geomagnetism Subcommittee, and to at¬ 
tend the Inaugural Symposium of the 
Canadian Geophysical Union. 

Several members of the UVicTRIUMF 
group will be travelling over the next three 
weeks to the N.A.S.A. Space Radiation 
Effects Laboratory in Newport News, Vir¬ 
ginia. There, they will participate in an 
experiment to study the interaction of 
pi-mesons with the nucleus of helium-3. 














The experiment involves an interesting 
combination of nuclear, atomic, solid 
state, low-temperature, and elementary 
particle physics. The subnuclear pi-mesons 
are first produced using a 580 million volt 
synchrocyclotron. They are then stopped 
in liquid helium 3, using a sophisticated 
low temperature apparatus developed by 
John S. Vincent, formerly with N.A.S.A. 
but now a member of the TRIUMF team. 
The pi-mesons replace an electron of the 
normal helium atom and cascade through 
atomic energy levels in much the same way 
that an ordinary electron would. High 
energy X-rays are emitted during the cas¬ 
cade process and it is the measurement of 
the energy of these X-rays using a precision 
solid state silicon detector that provides 
the desired information. The members of 
the group from the University of Victoria 
Physics Department are Drs. George Beer, 
Doug Bryman, Gren Mason, Art Olin and 
Bob Price.
